Probably every believer, at some 
time, has been greatly perplexed 
over God’s dealings with His chil- 
dren. We wonder why depression, 
misunderstanding, and _ suffering 
are necessary when we are honest- 
ly trying to do the will of God. 
This matter perplexed Job, one of 
the greatest sufferers of all time. 
“Show me wherefore thou con- 
tendest with me,” he 1requested. 
His petition has been echoed by 
many another believer. It is not an 
indication of rebellion if we ask, 
“My God, why?” Jesus -Himself 
asked the question. In the begin- 


ning of the Christian life we ask, 


“How?” Like Nicodemus, we: say, 


~ “How ean a man be born when he 


is old?” But as we travel the road 
of Christian experience, our query 
becomes ‘not “How?” but “Why, 
Lord?” 


Incorrect Views 


There is a tendency to regard 
affliction and pain as always being 
retribution for wrong-doing. When 
we see Christians in trouble, we 
are like Job’s comforters, as they 
have been called, although a better 
designation would be his tormen- 
tors. In their self-complacency 
they regarded the patriarch as a 
hypocrite. They thought he was 
suffering because of sin that he 
had not confessed. They were sin- 
cere in their belief, but they were 
utterly wrong. 


Again, in the ninth chapter of 
John’s Gospel we have the story of 
a man who-was born blind and 
whose eyes were opened by the 
Lord. The disciples asked Jesus: 
“Who did sin, this man, or his 
parents, that he was born blind?” 
They had no solution to the prob- 
lem apart from the belief that the 
sufferer, through his own sin, or 
his forbears through their sin,-had 
brought this affliction upon him. 
Jesus answered, “Neither hath 
this man sinned, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God should 
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If ye endure chastening, God 
for what son 1s he whom the 


_- 


_If I put my hand in the fire it will 


be made manifest in him.” The 
Lord did not mean them to under- 
stand, of ‘course, that the man 
had never committed any sin, nor 
that his parents were perfect. He 
meant, rather, that in this particu- 
lar case the man’s suffering was 
not a punishment for sin—his own 
or his parents’. 


The Main Causes of Suffering 


Sickness may: come from three 
sources. First, it may be the result 
of a violation of the laws of na- 
ture. To use a simple illustration:

law. I may have a wonderfully 
strong physique, but.if I mistise 
my body, if I. abuse it, if I deny 
it the rest it should have, then I 
need not wonder if it suffers—per- 
haps for many days.

Jesus had just entered the city of Bethsaida. A blind man 
was brought to Him for healing, and Jesus took him by the 
hand and led the poor fellow out of the city. The Master put 
His hand on the man’s eyes and asked if he saw aught. The 


blind man said in reply, 


“T see men as trees, walking.” Jesus 


touched his eyes the second time and asked if he saw, and 
received for an answer these words, ‘Isee every man-clearly.’ 


The words of our text were 
brought out by the temporizing ut- 
terance of Peter, who tried to dis- 
suade his Lord from going to Jeru- 
salem to die.

“According To this Will” 


By Dr. Charles A. Blanchard 
Second President of Wheaton College 


We are speaking of the condi- 
tions of successful prayer. In this 
matter, as in all others which are 
of life-and-death importance, the 
teaching of God’s Word is so plain 
that he may “read who runs’ 
(Hab. 2:2). “The wayfaring man, 
though he were a fool, need make 
no mistake” (Isa. 35:8). ‘‘And this 
is the confidence that we have in 
him, that, if we ask anything ac- 
cording to his will, he heareth us: 
And if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever we ask, we know that 
we have the petitions that we de- 
sired of him” (I John 5:14, 15). 


But how can we be sure that we 
are asking according to the will 
of God, the will of Jesus Christ? 
Can we be sure when we ask or 
must we wait for the end and 


finally learn that we have or have 


not asked according to His will? I 
used to be greatly troubled about 
this matter. How many times I 
prayed and still prayed, and still 
was in doubts as to the 
will of God. By and by I 
was compelled to act. The time for 
deliberation was past and I had 
to move. Often having done so 
and having reached the end of a 
passage in my life, I could look 
back, as Bunyan did in the morn- 
ing over the path he had traversed, 
and I could see that God had guid- 
ed me as I asked Him to, upheld, 
protected, energized. 


r-one time said to my father, 
“T wish I could know when I act, 
whether I am doing according to 
the will of God or not. I pray ac- 
cording to James 1:5, ‘Lord, I lack 
wisdom. I desire wisdom. Please 
give me wisdom,’ yet I am not sure 
that He has done so. I go forward 
into the dark. After a time I can 
see that my prayer has been an- 
swered, that God has given me 
wisdom, that I have desired things 
which were according to His will, 
but. I wish I might know it at the 


time.” My father said to me, “You 


need Proverbs 16:3, ‘Commit thy 
works unto the Lord, and thy 
thoughts shall be established.’ ”’ 


What Is It to Have Our 
Thoughts Established? 


It is to feel sure respecting the 
thing that we are thinking of. 
When we are asking for guidance, 
if our thoughts are established we 
shall be settled in a conviction 
that we are being guided. We shall 
know that God is keeping His 
word to us. This promise seems to 
be definite and to be a firm re- 


liance if the condition is fulfilled. 
What was the trouble’ with 
Balaam? His- difficulty was that 


he wanted the reward which the 


king of Moab could give him. He 
prayer to God to know if he should 
go. God said: ‘‘No, do not go.” The 
messengers came back, promising 
larger rewards, and he.went and 
asked God whether he should go. 
He, wanted to go—that was his 
trouble. His works were not com- 
mitted to God. He knew what God 
wished. He wished something else. 
God's way did not _ involve 


‘treasures of silver and gold. His 
‘ way did. He loved the wages of 


unrighteousness; he did not love 
the unrighteousness. 


: ‘He would like to have been freed 


from it. He loved the wages. He 


wanted the things that the king 


could give and would give. He was 


_afraid to go against the commands 


of God, but his ways were not 
committed. He could not say as 
David did, “I delight to do thy 
will, O my God” (Psa. 40:8). He 
did not delight in the will of God. 
He would have obeyed it. In a way 
he did obey it; that is to say, he 
did not go until he was permitted 
and he said the things that he was 
required to say, but he did not 
delight in the will of God. 


When our ways are committed, 
then our whole hearts go God's 
road and if we thus commit our 
ways to Him, He establishes our 
thoughts; that is, He teaches. us 
the things that He wills for us 
to be and do. Guidance of this kind 
makes life beautiful; to be with- 
out it is not only sorrow but it is 
a deadly danger as well. 

_Here, for-example, is a young 
man. He is attracted by a bright, 
beautiful, gifted young woman. He

is a Christian man. She is a wo- 
man of the world, a very lovely 
woman of the world, but a woman 
of the world. He asks God for 
success in“his wooing, yet when 
he asks, the Spirit says to him, 
“But you are a Christian. She is 
not a Christian. You will be un- 
equally joined if you are married. 
You are a child of God. She be- 
longs to the world.” If his works 
are committed to God, if he is 
willing to do God’s way, if he is 
willing to marry her or anybody 
else, or not to marry at all, just 
as God shall plan, he can receive 
certain guidance. In this particu- 
lar instance God has spoken in 
His word. He _ reinforces His 
Word by His Spirit. In some in- 
stances He speaks by His prophets 
and by His Spirit, but always He 
speaks. No one commits his work 
to God honestly and entirely with- 
out being able to ask according to 
the will of Jesus. 


A Case in Point

that a young lady, a member of his 
church, once came to him and said, 
“Pastor, I am to be married next 
week, on Wednesday. I wish you 
would come around to our house 
in the evening and perform the 
ceremony.”’ 

He said, ‘“‘Are you to marry this 
young man with whom you have 
been keeping company?”’ 

She said, ‘‘Yes.”’ 


He said, “Well, I cannot marry 
you.” : 


She was greatly surprised and 
said, “Why not?” 

“Because you are a child of God 
and he is a man of the world, and 
I am forbidden to marry you.” 


“Well,” she said, “I think it 
very strange if my pastor will not 
marry me.” 


He said, “I will marry you if 
you will marry in the Lord. I will 
be glad to do so but I will not 
take the responsibility of joining 
you for life in marriage to a man 
who is not a Christian man.” 


It was not difficult for her to 
find ministers who had no such 
scruples. She was married accord- 
ing to program. Within a year 
she was a heartbroken bride and 
came to my friend, saying to him, 
“C) pastor, if I had only known— 
if I had only known.” She might 
more properly have said, 
had only obeyed,” for she did 
know. What she lacked was a 
disposition to obey. 

A Christian man once said to me 
that he had just finished paying 
$150,000 of security money. I 
said to him, ‘““Why did you do that? 
You had no right to do so, being a 
Christian.” 

He said, “Why not?” 

I said, “Because the Word of 
God forbids you todo things of 
that kind.” : 

He said, ‘“There is nothing about 


that in the Bible.” 


“Oh yes,” I said, “there is plenty 
about that in the Bible.” “Be not 
thou one of them that. strike 


hands, or of them that are sureties 


for debts” (Prov. 22:26). 

“Well,” he said, “I have been 
a Bible teacher ever since I was 
a young man and I suppose I knew 
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the Bible pretty well, but I never 
knew there was anything in it a- 
bout going a security. If I had 
obeyed that verse it would have 
saved me $150,000.” 


I had a friend who was a bank- 
er. He -was an earnest Christian 
man. He had a brother who was 
not a confessed Christian, who had 
been a Spiritualist, a Christian 
Scientist, and what not. This bro- 
ther came to my friend and said 
to him, “I would like to put $50,- 
000 into your bank and be a bank- 
er with you.” 


My friend said, 
that will not do.’ 


“Why not?” said his brother. 


“Because I am a Christian and 
you are not a Christian. If we 
were partners we should inevitably 
quarrel. We would become hard 
in our feelings one toward the 


“No, brother, 


‘tother. You would want to look 


over the books on Sunday, or in 
a busy time have something done 
in the bank, and I would not per- 
mit it, and then you would find 
fault and I should find fault and 
there would be trouble. I tell you 
what you do. There is a good 
building two blocks below us. Buy 
that building. Take out a charter 
for a national bank..I will help 
you every way I can. If any of 
my depositors wish to go to you, 
I will encourage them to do it. In 
this way you and I can continue 
friends, as we always have been, 
but if we should be partners, we 
should not be friends. We cannot 
afford to sacrifice our friendship 
as brothers for a little money.” 


How wise men would be if they 
would simply give attention to 
what God says. Of course, in order 
to give attention to it they must 
know what it is. Here is often- 
times the failure. Men read the 
Bible in streaks or spots. They do 
not read it as a whole. The result 
may be that the very teaching 
which they require for the particu- 
lar emergency which is upon them, 
they do not have and they ask but 
do not ask according to the mind 
of Jesus, according to the will of 
God, and of course, unless God 
grants their petitions, as a matter 
of discipline and punishment they 
cannot receive the things which 
they desire. 


In my own experience I can tru- 
ly say that since my father gave 
me Proverbs 16:3 I have never 
patiently waited upon God for wis- 
dom with my works fully commit- 
ted, willing and determined to do 
according to the mind of God, 
without knowing that He willed 
the thing which I decided to do. 
Apart from self-determination in 
this matter, I think the next great 
danger is haste. 


The Peril of Haste 


“He that hasteth with his feet 
sinneth” (Prov. 79:2); “He that 
believeth shall not make haste’’ 
(Isa. 28:16). In other words, if we 
wish to ask according to His will, 
we must take time to find out 
what it is and we must take as 
much time as is necessary. God 
does not permit us to rush into 
His presence and to give Him 


orders, to tell Him that we have}; 


very little time to spend with Him, 
and that He must answer us im- 
mediately. All such dealing is an 
offense to God. As I have said re- 
peatedly heretofore, He is very 
patient with us when He knows 
that our hearts are right. Of 
course he makes allowance for 
temperamental conditions. He 
knows when people blunder be- 
cause they are willful, and when 
they blunder because they are de- 
fective, but haste is a deadly thing 
for a Christian. 


I heard Dr. Herrick Johnson 
once say in an address to theologi- 
cal students: “My young brethren, 
never go into a pulpit unless you 
are sure you have something to 
say which is true. Men have doubts 
enough of their own and the 
preaching of doubts is never a 
good thing for anybody—the man 
who preaches or those who listen 
—but when you are certain that 
you have a message which is from 
God that men need, you can 
preach with confidence and power 
and God will bless it. This will 
limit your field somewhat, but 
you will find that there are plenty 
of things in the Christian faith 
which you can know are true, a- 


bout which you need have no doubt | 
whatsover. Those are the things } 


which you should preach.” 


What he said to those young 


ministers I would say to every 


words. You do not need to be ina 
hurry. You will find the old pro- 
verb true, “The more haste, the 
less speed.” 

When I was a boy I read a little 
story which I have not recently 
seen in print, but which was very 
instructive and helpful. It ran like 
this: 

A young man, starting out on 
horseback for a certain city, met 
an old man and said to him, “I am 
riding for such a town. Do you 
think I will get there by night?” 

And the elderly man _ replied, 
“Yes, you may if you ride slow 
enough.” 


The young man thought this was 
a most ridiculous reply and, us= 
ing spur and whip, he hurried a- 
long the way as fast as he could 
go. After a little while his horse 
was worn out and could not travel 
so well. By this time his old friend 
whom he had left behind overtook 
him and the young man said a- 
gain, ‘““‘Do you think I shall get to 
this town by nightfall.” 


ride fast enough.” 


But he could not ride fast 
enough. He had exhausted his ani- 
mal in the unseemly haste of the 
morning hours and he was com- 
pelled to journey in the darkness, 
while his friend who had given 
him good counsel and had set him 
a good example, was safely housed 
by the time the sun was down. 
This little story contains truth 
which every thoughful person may 
well heed. He that believeth w ill 
not make haste. 


God is willing to teach men His 
will. If they wait on Him obedient- 
ly, He will do it. If they are dis- 
obedient, or if they are in disre- 
spectful haste, they must go with- 
out guidance and fare as they can. 


A New Set of Nerves 


I heard Mr. Moody once preach- 
ing about salvation and he re- 
marked that some men said that 
their nervous systems had been 
so injured by wrong living, that 
it was impossible for them to be- 
come really saved. Mr. Moody said, 
replying, “If God can make the 
world, it is certainly a small affair 
for Him to make a new set of 
nerves for a man who is willing 
to do what is right and desires to 
be saved.”’ We are not hindered in 
our prayers by any unwillingness 
or inability on the part of God. 
We are hindered by our own de- 
fects and failures. If we ask ac- 
cording to the will of God, He 
hears us. 


It is possible for us to know 
what His will is and it is possible 
for us to ask according to it and 
if we fail to do this, we ought not 
to complain of unanswered prayer, 
for prayer so-called, which does 
not comply with the clearly ex- 
pressed conditions of prayer, is not 
prayer at all. It is an attempt to 
coax God to do things which He 
has said He will not do. This is 
not praying— it is insulting God.

Unless I 
miss my guess, a much higher per- 
centage than usual really meant 
business, and had definite trans- 
actions with the Lord.” 

For the closing meeting, sched- 
uled to begin at 8:30 p.m., the 
crowd began to gather at 2:00 
o'clock in the afternoon. Next day 
Wyrtzen and his quartet left for 
quick jumps to Venezuela, Pana- 
ma, and Costa Rica, landing back 


on February 13. Meanwhile Fen- 
ton joined Phil Saint and Mr. and 
Mrs. Sterling Krause for another 
evangelistic campaign in Trini- 
dad’s capital city, San Fernando.

Aged Rabbi Accepts the 
Saviour 


Thirty years ago when Jacob 
Gartenhaus accepted the Lord 
Jesus Christ as his personal Sav- 
ious, his father, a Rabbi in Jeru- 
salem, disowned him and gave him 
up as dead. All those years, while 
gaining a place of leadership in 
America as a missionary to the 
Jews, Gartenhaus prayed for his 
father’s conversion. Finally, a year 
ago, he went to Jerusalem to see 
his father. The aged Rabbi, age 90, 
was feeble and nearly blind, but he 
recognized hts son. For four hours 
he listened as his son explained 
the doctrine of the Second Coming 
of Christ and Israel’s Messiah.

A few months later he 
died, a happy man. 


Plan to Restore Spurgeon 
Tabernacle 

Spurgeon’s Metropolitan Tab- 
ernacle, one of London’s great 
preaching centers, is to have a 
revival of life under its young 
minister, Gerald B. Griffiths. The 
tabernacle’s 5,000-seat building in 
south London was destroyed in 
air raids during the war. Now 
it is to be rebuilt. The plan is for 
a structure in which a congrega- 
tion of 500 will feel at home, but 
which will accomodate 1,000 more 
when the galleries (built over 
rooms in the rear of the auditor- 
ium) are used. Underneath the 
auditorium will be space for mod- 
ern Sunday School rooms. Spur- 
geon made his tabernacle a pow- 
erful center for evangelism of all 
kinds.. Under his leadership it 
founded a theological college, an 
orphanage and numerous churches. 
The war robbed the tabernacle of 
700 members, but its Sunday 
school has an attendance of 1,000 
and there are five “mission sta- 
tions.” It is situated in a district 
which Griffiths says is in a state 
of “moral and _ spiritul bank- 
ruptcy.” 


Torrey-Gray Auditorium to 
Be Completed Late ’54 

Construction has begun on a 
new auditorium for the famous 
Moody Bible Institute in Chicago. 

The new building will be erected 
on the basement, which has been 
used as a temporary auditorium 
since 1939. Shortage of building 
‘materials during and after World 
War IT in addition to lack of funds 
hindered construction plans until 
now. 


The new structure, named Tor- 
rey-Gray auditorium in honor of 
two of the Institute’s early lead- 
ers, will seat 2,200 persons and 
will be completed in December of 
1954 it is hoped. 

A four-story music building will 
be built at the back of Torrey-Gray 
auditorium behind the platform. 
This will house studios, class- 
rooms, practice rooms and offices 
for music staff personnel. 


Over One Half Million Copies

PEACE WITH GOD, by Billy 
Graham. Doubleday & Company, 
222 pages, $2.50. 

Because of the wide publicity 
which Billy Graham has received 
in the last few years, many will 
read this book—those who have 
been blessed by the preaching of 
Billy Graham, some who are cur- 
ious, and some who are looking 
for something to criticize—but be- 
cause of the wide reading which 
will be accorded the work, it 
should be a tremendous force for 
good.

A study of the Christian pulpit 
reveals the fact that men of out- 
standing success as soul winners 
have been those with a _ strong, 
almost consuming passion for the 
lost. Jesus said of Himself: “The 
zeal of thine house hath eaten me 
up.” The Apostle Paul so longed 
for the salvation of his country- 
men that he said: “I could wish 
that myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren, my kins- 
men according to the flesh.” Of 
Samuel Rutherford it was said by a 
friend: “Many a time I thought he 
would have flown out of the pulpit 
when he came to speak of Jesus 
Christ.” It was likewise said of Jo- 
seph Alleine that “infinite and in- 
satiable greed for the conversion of 
souls,” possessed him and _ he 
preached “with far-reaching voice, 
flashing eye, and a soul on fire with 
love.”

privilege of preaching from the 
pulpit in the church; but with true 
evangelistic fervor took his father’s 
tomb for a pulpit and preached to 
the people the great truths of full 
salvation. Whitefield loved field 
preaching. Returning from a tour 
he lighted a candle and went up- 
stairs to retire, weary after the 
journey; but the people gathered 
in front of the house and filled the 
street; and there on the stairway 
with a lighted candle in his hand, 


he preached his last message, re- |“ 


tired and was no more; for God 
took him. John Knox, who cried 
out in his earnestness, “Give me 
Scotland or I die,” carried with him 
this zeal to the close of his minis- 
try. Often he would be supported 
by attendants in order to reach the 
pulpit; but when he arose to speak 
the divine passion so filled his soul 
that one of his friends said: “So 
mighty was he in his yearning that 
I thought he would break the pul- 
pit into bits.” 


The modern pulpit has suffered 
from a lack of passion. Back of this 
lack has been a false psychology 
which minified the emotional na- 
ture and glorified the reason. This 
pagan psychology maintained that 
any display of emotion was a 
weakness; and not only so, but it 
was a deteriorating element in per- 
sonality, antagonistic to true in- 


telléctuality. It is this underlying 
pagan element which has produced 
a dry rot in the churches. False 
philosophy has had more to do 
with undermining Christian truth 
than is apparent to the superficial 
observer. As a result many sermons 
of the present time have the same 
characteristic as Dr. Chalmers at- 
tributed to those of his time. He 
compared them to a fine winter day 
—short, clear, and cold. “Brevity 
is good,” he says and “clearness is 
better, but coldness is fatal, Moon- 
light preaching ripens no harvest.”

obey Him, He would allow none 
of the diseases that came to the 
Egyptians, to touch them. Later, 
He told them that if they did not 
obey Him, He would smite them 
“with consumption, and with fe- 
ver, and with an inflammation,” 
as He did their enemies. I believe 
a great many people suffer be- 
cause, like Israel, they have diso- 
beyed God. When they get right 
spiritually, they soon are well 
physically. I have known this to 
happen many times. I have been 
called to pray with unsaved peo- 
ple who were seemingly at the 
point of death. On their sickbeds 
they were led to trust Christ as 
Saviour, and almost immediately 
their health was restored. Such 
instances were correctly reported 
as cases of divine healing, for God, 
who has made the body, is surely 
able to repair it when the heart is 
right with Him. A saved soul, a 
clean mind, and a pure conscience 
contribute largely to the health of 
the body. 


In the third place, sickness may 
be the result of a direct attack 
from Satan. From the history of 
Job we learn that Satan is often 
permitted to afflict the children of 
God. Job’s painful experience is to 
the Christian no allegory, but an 
example of a kind of affliction 
which many who love the Lord are 
called to bear. Job “was perfect 


and upright.” He “feared God and 
eschewed evil.” The enemy was 
not slow to press the assault upon 
him. “Put forth thine hand now,” 
he said to Jehovah, “and touch al] 
that he hath, and he will curse 
thee to ‘thy face.’’ God accepted 
Satan’s challenge, removed the 
protecting hedge from about His 
servant and allowed the adversary 
to attack him. It was Satan who 
robbed Job of his property and his 
family, and covered his body with 
boils. 


A similar story is told in the 
thirteenth chapter of Luke. “Be- 
hold, there was a woman which 
had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed together, 
and could in no wise lift up her- 
self.” The Lord then answered, 
“Ought not this woman, being a 
daughter of Abraham, who Satan 
hath bound, lo, these eighteen 
years, be loosed from this bond?”

Tragic is the story of 
the fall.of man. But all through 
the Old Testament we have a 
continued story of a coming Re- 
deemer. Prophets told of His com- 
ing in the most graphic language. 
On that memorable night the an- 
gels sang over the Judean hills, 
“Behold, I bring you good tidings 
of great joy, which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born 
this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is*Christ the Lord” 
(Luke 2:10; 11). 


We were bought at an infinite 
price. The salvation that God pro- 
vided for perishing humanity is 
great because of what it cost.

CHAPTER XVIII 


NATURE’S BAZOOKAS 


AMONG THE PLANTS 


We are considering some of the wonders of plant life, 
and in this talk I ask you to think, among other things of 
the strange and mysterious ways by which plants distribute 
their seeds. We can almost imagine them to be endowed with 
super-intelligence, and we are unable to resist the conclusion 
that here a Master Mind is at work. 


In the blackberry and raspber- 
ry, for instance, the Engineer de- 
vised an indigestable pit around 
each seed. These pits permit the 
seeds to pass through the digestive 
canal in their original condition. 
A bear enjoying a meal of berries 
does not realize how helpful he is 
as a seed carrier. So animals are 
used ingeniously as an effectively 
operating transportation system 
for seeds. 

Sometimes the rinds--or..seeds 
themselves are poisonous both to 
animals and men, and this serves 
as a warning. At other times the 
rind is simply unpalatable and dis- 
courages the marauder from pene- 
trating further. 

The mechanical devices adop- 
ted for the transportation of seeds 
are most striking. The tumble- 
weed with its feathery structure is 
able to roll along the ground for 
long distances. Carried by the 
wind the fruit breaks off and is 
deposited far from the parent 
plant. 


Then, aeronautics 1s common- 
place in nature. The Chinese Lan- 
tern is the familiar red plant used 
as an ornament in many modern 
homes. Its inflated calyx sur- 
rounds the fruit, which when it 
has ripened, is carried high into 
the air. 

Winged fruits or seeds were the 
precursors of. airplanes. The sin- 
gle-winged product of the ash, and 
the double-winged fruit of the 
maple, are so constructed that 
they will fly long distances in or- 
der to provide for germination 
away from the parent. The ail- 
anthus bears a fruit which has a 
simple propeller. 

The common milkweed and dan- 
Gaelion surprise us with their para- 
chutes. The fruits bearing the 
seeds are wafted high in air and 
carried miles away from their 
birthplace. 

Usually flowers use air currents 
for the transference of their pol- 
len. If you doubt this, ask a hay 
fever sufferer! These pollen grains 
are very light-weight. In the case 
of pines, there is an appendage at- 
tached—a kind of air sac.

Many of our common. native 
plants have mechanisms for re- 
leasing their seed—the envy of our 
modern engineérs. The violet and 
columbine open their pods by 
means of valves, one to each pod 
from which the seeds spring with 
great force. The mustard plant 
splits its pods in a peculiar fash- 
ion, from the bottom upward, 
leaving behind a‘ false partition, 


-used for decorative.effeet. In some 


species this is beautifully dyed. 

The evening primrose. has a cap- 
Sule which splits along four su- 
tures, and from such a “trap” 
only a few seeds are allowed to 
escape at a time, thus insuring 
economy. The jimson weed or 
thornapple has a similar device. 

The poppy, at the time of ma- 
turity, has small windows or pores 
at the apex of the capsule. As the 
wind moves the long stem of the 
plant back and forth, the very 
light seeds are blown out of the 
pods, a few at a time. 


In plants like the jewel weed or 
touch-me-not, the seeds are forced 
out by spring-like gadgets. A 
slight jar causes the fruit to shoot 
its seeds quite long distances. The 
witchhazel also ejects its seeds 
with great force, sending them as 
far as twenty feet. 

The lowly mushroom 
spring to project its spores 
through the darkness to some 
small ray of light. Ferns scatter 
their spores by means of trigger- 
like devices on the under side of 
their fronds. The wild geranium 
uses a catapult to distribute its 
seeds. Each of the five seeds has 
its own private mechanism. 

The squirting cucumber of 
southern Europe is very curious. 
Its fleshy fruit hangs from a stalk 
which acts as a stopper at one end. 
As the fruit matures, the cork-like 
plug pulls loose and the seeds are 
shot out with great violence be- 
cause of the internal pressure ac- 
cumulated throughout the grow- 
ing season. In America, the wild 
balsam apple, a climbing annual, 
follows a similar plan.

are Confirmed ‘meat-eaters, and 
insist on a diet consisting of the 
bodies of their animal friends and 
acquaintancés, and so these inseet- 
eating plants must have a special 
device? Usually they are provided 
with a spring-like mechanism. 
Familiar examples are the pitcher 
plant, the sundew and the Venus’ 
flytrap. 

The pitcher plant has modified 
leaves forming a structure which 
resembles a pitcher and collects 
rain water. The plant nectar 
sweetens this water, making it 
attractive to insects. On the inside 
of the pitcher which is open at the 
top, there are stiff hairs pointing 
downward. The thirsty insect en- 
ters the pitcher, takes its drink 
and prepares to leave, but finds 
the way blocked by the hairs and 
is drowned. The plant now enjoys 
its meal leisurely. 

The sundew is provided with 
tiny hairs on the upper surface of 
its leaves, the hairs secreting a 
sticky substance from glands lo- 
cated on their. tips. This liquid 
looks like dew, but when the in- 
sect alights on it to enjoy the 
morning dewdrop, it gets the sur- 
prise of its. short life. It is stuck 
fast. The hairs then bend toward 
the middle of the leaf, which 
closes and traps the insect, and 
that is the end of this particular 
bug. The sundew relishes its meal. 


The leaves of the Venus’ flytrap 
have two halves hinged together. 
On the surface of the leaves are 
hair-like structures which act like 
triggers. When the worm or fly 
crawls over these tiny bristles, an 
immediate impulse is carried to 
the leaves, resulting in an instant 
closure of the leaves, their hinges 
permitting this remarkable re- 
sponse. 


The sensitive plants, such as-the 
common mimosa, close their com- 
pound leaves in mechanical fash- 
ion as the result of excessive heat 
shock, or the onset of darkness. 
The huckleberry shoots its pollen 
from double-barreled shotguns. 

Some pollen grains are rough 
or adhesive, causing them to ad- 
here to the body or hairs of insects 
and animals. ‘Fhe stigmas of most 
flowers are made sticky in order 
to catch and hold in piace the pol- 
len, allowing it to germinate. 

Some common weeds distribute 
their seeds by supplying them with 
tiny hooks which cling to the hair 
or fur of animals. Examples are 
the cocklebur, the common bur- 
dock or “sticker,’”’ with which most 
of us have had trouble one time 
or another, the bur marigold or 
beggar’s tick, and the trefoil or 
“stick-tight.” Each of these has 
hooked or barbed prongs and is 
loosely attached to the parent 
plant at maturity. Contact with 
some. animal easily pulls it out 


Coconuts, palm nuts, Solomon's 
seal, and many other fruits prefer 
water transportation and are so 
constructed that they will be safe- 
ly carried to some distant shore 
without sinking. | 

Let us ask again—“Who but 
God could devise such an amazing 
array of unique devices as we have 
enumerated?” 

So we see that- Nature has many 
ways of giving the seeds a ride and 
free transportation to some un- 
known destination. This is a day

of travel. People everywhere are

natural curiosity. But the angel 
would tell him little beyond say- 
ing that “at the time of the end, 
many shall RUN to and fro.” This 
appears to indicate a marked in- 
crease in the speed of transporta- 
tion just before the end of this 
age. 

One thing is certain, the world 
has gone mad after speed; and if 
this is what was suggested by the 
angel, we are now living in excit- 
ing days. Tremendous events are 
in the offing—events of which we 
Shall have something to say in la- 
ter broadcasts. 

Thinking of travel, another of 
God’s prophets took a strange ride 
ene eventful day in the long ago. 
This man was Elijah and the story 
is told in II Kings, chapter 2. 
“There appeared a chariot of 
fire, and horses of fire ... and 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven.” 

Some day I'd like to ask Elijah 
about that trip. 

Another servant of God, Enoch, 
considerably older than Daniel—in 
fact 365 years of age—was taken 
by God and lifted bodily from 
earth to heaven as recorded in 
Genesis 5:24. 

“Enoch walked with God: and 
he was not; for God took him.” 
And shortly after the crucifix- 
ion of Christ, Philip the evangel- 
ist, after doing some _ personal 
work with an Ethiopian eunuch 
in the desert, and having no*means 
of transportation back to civili- 
zation, was given a trip on God’s 
Fast Express. This is what we 
read in Acts 8:39, 40. 

“The Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip ... but Philip was 


not very far from the city of Sa- 
maria which he had left a few 
days before. 


Our Bible tells us that one day 
a vast host of people are to be 
given free heavenward transporta- 
tion and will be “caught up” to 
“meet the Lord in the air.” The 
brief reference is found in Paul's 
first letter to the Thessalonians 
and is of sensational interest. 

When this possibility is men- 
tioned, however, it is commonly 
greeted with expressions of inere- 
dulity. Eyebrows are raised and 


something is wrong mentally with 
us. It is difficult to understand 
this skeptical attitude. We can- 
not deny God the right to take 
His children to Himself in His own 
way. He is not restricted to our 
crude methods of transportation. 
If He can empower a lowly squirt- 
ing cucumber, enabling it to shoot 
its seeds into the air, surely He 
can do greater things for us when 
He wills it. Is there anything il- 
logical or childish or fanatical 
about this idea? I do not see it 
that way.

™“* Christians of earth are looking

But 
there is no promise of a better 
day waiting the lost soul beyond 
this life. Eternity to the righteous 
will mean blessed peace and hap- 
piness beyond the expression of 
human lips, but it has no such 
meaning to the poor man whg has 
lost his soul. 


In that blessed future state the 
righteous shall walk the gold- 
paved streets of the heavenly Jeru- 
salem. Yes, the blood-washed pil- 
grims of this world shall eat of 
the tree of life and drink from 
those sparkling fountains. But 
there will be no tree of life nor 
bubbling fountains awaiting the 
person who has rejected the Lord 
Jesus Christ. O sin-bound, Devil- 
deluded, footsore, and _  broken- 
hearted man, there is no future 
state of happiness for you, unless 
you repent of your sins and be- 
come a genuine believer in Christ! 
The Scripture says of the wicked, 
“There is no peace, saith my God, 
to the wicked”; for they ‘are like 
the troubled sea.” 


The sinner will take his memory 
into eternity. Memory is the most 
horrifying thought connected with 
the future punishment of the wick- 
ed. Socrates was asked what he 
wished most, and his reply was as 
follows, “Oh, that I might for- 
get!” The science of psychology 
teaches that the mind, or memory 
is incapable of forgetting anything. 
Hence, we know to Know forever, 
and we remember eternally. The 
power of memory is wonderful. 
Sir Walter Scott repeated a song 
of eighty-eight stanzas which he 
had heard but once, and that was 
three years before. 


Then, the sinner will take his 
conscience into the life beyond the 
grave. Conscience has the power 
to disturb us in this life and in 
eternity. It says, ‘“‘Do not do the 


mahing you believe to be wrong.” 


And every normal person will take 
his reasoning powers with him in- 
to the Great Beyond. In eternity 
reason will approve of the penalty 
of the sinner. The sinner will rea- 
son thus, “I was faithfully warned 
by God’s' messengers, and _ the 
blessed Holy Spirit was faithful, 
for the Word was preached and 
the saints prayed—but I rejected 
all that God did to save, and I am 
justly condemned.” 


In eternity the sinner will also 
suffer the infliction of the dis- 
pleasure of God forever. It is not 
the will of God that any perish 
but that all men should come to 
repentance. It means to live for- 
ever with the curse of God upon 
the soul. Yes, to live where the 
piercing eye of the Lord looks on 
with displeasure forever. “And in 
this place, the bitter memories of 
the past haunt the soul. 


Yonder is a picture: that repre- 
sents Napoleon at St. Helena. He 
Stands down by the sea shore— 
his arms are‘folded, and he is 
looking across the water toward 
a Belle, France. I imagine he 
is thinking thus: 

“Yonder I was the _ loved 
emperor of a devoted people— 

I was on the throne, supported 

by the love of France. An army 

moved at my command,..but I 

was led on by my cursed am- 

bition. I was not satisfied; I 

aimed at the dominion of 

Europe. And in order to carry 

out my hellish ambition, I tram- 

pled on the bones and waded 
through the blood of. my loyal 
and devoted friends. And here 

I am to die.” 


Thus it is with the lost of eter- 


nity. Once they were appointed 
unto salvation, once an heir to a 


robe and a crown. In those dark 
regions of the lost, the unsaved 


will look out over the smutty 
vaults and reason thus: 

. “Once I lived on yonder earth, 
where I was a free moral agent. I 
might have been a king and a 


_ priest unto God, or a co-worker 


with the Son of God in His un- 


- @nding kingdom. But I lived for 
self, and loved the pleasures of the 


world, and said no to God. Now 
¥. am banished from God and 
Heaven forever, and even death 


| would be a welcome relief—but 


death never comes here. A casket 
would be a welcome sight, but 
caskets are useless in this place 
of darkness.” 


O my friend, the lost are in a 
state of disturbance! It is the dis- 
turbed ward of the universe. False 
prophets, fallen angels, the beast, 
drunkards, murderers, liars, adul- 
terers, and whosoever loveth or 
maketh a lie shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimstone. 

Did you ever visit an insane asy- 
lum? Once I walked on the differ- 
ent floors of such an institution. 
There is to be found in these in- 
stitutions, the “disturbed ward.” 
Such a sight for mortal man to be- 
hold! Men with high cheekbones, 
sunken eyes, disheveled hair, and 
long and bony fingers. To look into 
these glassy eyes will cause a 
sense of horror to come into your 
heart. 

But think of a lost soul in the 
darkness of eternity. With all past 
opportunities gone; the family 
circle, altars, Gospel sermons, re- 
vivals, praying friends, an open 
Bible, a sainted mother, the plead- 
ing Spirit, and the blessed inter- 
ceding Christ—all neglected, all 
rejected, and all gone, never to 
return. Yes, the Lord has stretched 
out His arms, but you have paid 
no regard. As a cyclone rushes up- 
on a city and throws it to the 
ground like a child’s toy, so has 
the warning of God flashed upon 
your heart. And, my friend, you 
will recall how you _ staggered 
under the conviction of the Spirit’s 
pleading voice. Yes, like the roll 
of distant thunder the Spirit broke 
upon you. Sinai warned—its thun- 
ders rolled, but you would not 
hear! But, now the weeping, the 
wailing, the gnashing of teeth, and 
the death that never dies! 


Fellow traveler to the bar _ of 
God, the darkness of Hell is one 
eternal night. Years roll upon 
years, and ages upon ages. Lost 
souls, horror-stricken by the black- 
ness of darkness, cry out in their 
agony, “Will the night never end? 
Will the darkness last forever?” 
And from the dark caverns of the 
precinct of the damned comes 
back the answer, ‘Forever!” No 
star of hope ever lights up that 
night—no ray of light ever pene- 
trates the abode of the lost. It 
is night that day never follows— 
it is night without a morning, one 
black eternal night—no sun, nor 
star to chase away its eternal 
vapors. The best Hell the sinner 
is promised is a world of ruins, 
shrouded in night’s blackest pall 
where none of the damned have 
a friend—where all ranks. and 
sexes are herded into one pro- 


_|miscuous mob, with foulest demons 


—where every stinking cave is in- 
habited with fiends and gnashing 
ghosts, and on whose black crags 
the ravens of eternal despair sit 
and croak. 


© friend, I am trying to set be- 
fore you the awfulness of losing 
your soul—the soul that is worth 
more than rolling worlds! The lost 
in eternity have no hope. Now, we 
live in hope, but then, hope. will 
have flown away. The lost man 
may cry for water to cool his 
blistering tongue, but he is beyond 
the skyline of hope. In that place 
of outer darkness no hope will 
spring up in the breast of the 
damned. Yet, in that black domain 
men will wish for another op- 
portunity to be converted, but 
such an opportunity will never 
come. This is true because the 
lost are lost upon the rocking bil- 
lows of eternal despair, where men 
scream and wail forever. 


A young Christian girl’s brother 
was instantly killed. Not knowing 
whether he had been converted or 
not, and fearing that he died un- 
saved, she almost lost her mind. 
She remarked in deep emotion, 
“My brother is lost in Hell. I want 
to go too, for’I love him and de- 
sire to be with him.” Poor girl! 
Little did she dream that her 
brother would hate her in Hell. 
There will be no love in Hell. My 
God, help us to miss going to this 
loveless place of despair! What a 
dark and infernal region it must 
be! Without love—where the 
father will hate his son, the daugh- 
ter will hate her mother, brother 
will hate sister, and wife will hate 
her husband! 


It is utterly impossible for the 
human imagination to paint the 


terrible picture of a lost soul in 
eternity. It is beyond the expres- 
sion of human utterances—beyond 
our keenest comprehension. 
Yes, it is beyond figures and 
descriptions. But think of a soul 
created in the likeness of God, 
capable of fellowship, durability, 
progressiveness, mental possibili- 
ties, righteousness, and compan- 
ionship with the God of Heaven, 
and yet to be lost forever. 


Yet, in the face of these glor- 
ious possibilities he turns from the 
blessed Holy Spirit and is lost— 
lost beyond hope—lost beyond re- 
covery—beyond repair. Such a soul 
comes down to death’s door, and 
the immortal spirit leaves’ the 
temple of clay to meet its God. 
The funeral service is conducted 
by some faithful minister of the 
Gospel, and the loved ones turn 
from the newly-made mound with 
sorrowing hearts. The immortal 


soul takes the fatal plunge into] 


darkness. See it—yonder it goes. 
Oh, there it comes this way, 
shrieking, ‘Lost! Lost! Lost!” till 
our hearts stand still with horror! 


But scream on and fly on, cursed 
and ruined spirit—no battlemented 
walls of jasper will ever meet thy 
gaze, or furnish a resting place for 
thy weary pinions. Fly on, lost 
soul, forever, for no angel of mercy 
will ever cross thy solitary way, 
or overtake thee in thy wander- 
ings. Lost spirit, blackened with 
the curse of thy God, fly on and 
repeat in thy despairing cry the 
chorus of thine own horrible death 
march—lost—where no echoes will 
ever mock thy misery. Immor- 


tal soul, lost in the boundless, 
bottomless, infinite darkness! Oh, 
lost soul, fly on, for thou shalt 


never find company till the ghost 
of eternity will greet you over the 
grave of thy Maker, and thou shalt 
never find rest till thou art able 
to fold thy weary wings on the 
gravestone of thy God.
